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EXECUTIVE SECRETARY'S ADDRESS 

Robert F. Fritsch 

(The following address was delivered at the NENA Board meeting on 
January 15, 1994 as referenced in the minutes of that meetingI 

NENA is fifty years old! Dedicated men and women had to 
work hard to bring the Association to this point. Being 
relatively new to the Association, I am not familiar with most of 
my predecessors, so I do not know how things were done in 
the past. I do know, however, what we must do to take us 
into the future. 

We in New England are sitting on a vast Numismatic heritage. 
The first U.S. coinage happened right here with the Tree 
shillings and other colonial issues. We have the most beautiful 
town medals of any region of the country. Tokens in the form 
of store cards abound, and National Bank Notes were issued in 
most cities. Even the paper that our Federal Reserve Notes are 
printed on is made locally. And that covers the entire gamut of 
numismatics. 

Read the front cover of any NENA NEWS to find the aims and 
purposes of this Association: "To encourage and develop the 
appreciation and understanding of numismatics, and the 
collection of coins and medals; to conduct courses of study in 
the art and science of numismatics; to give and otherwise 
sponsor lectures, exhibitions, displays, and functions pertaining 
to the appreciation and understanding of the art and science of 
numismatics..." 

We will meet those aims by fostering numismatics in New 
England. This can be done many ways, but we will concentrate 
on three broad areas of endeavor: raising public awareness of 
numismatics; serving the numismatic community; and building 
and strengthening our Association. These things won't happen 
overnight. It is up to us on the Board to start the ball rolling. 

This Board is the key to our future. It will be the fountainhead 
of our programs and efforts, and will provide the initial work 
while encouraging the participation of the members. What we 
do in the next three years will determine the character of this 
Association in the 21 st Century. We do something not because 
it's easy, but because it meets two criteria: It is good for 
NENA, and it is good for the Numismatic Community. Note 


that I did not say "industry". Numismatics is a Community, 
composed of Collectors, Dealers, and Organizations. This is not 
an "us versus them" situation. No single group within our 
numismatic community can survive by itself; each is dependent 
upon the other two. 

The first of our three areas of endeavor is raising public 
awareness of the joys and the wonder of Numismatics. The 
ANA has provided us with the means to accomplish it through 
the "Money Talks" radio spots and through National Coin 
Week. My goal is to get "Money Talks" on every Public Radio 
station in New England. Preliminary efforts have already been 
made. We shall continue them. 

The second area is serving the Numismatic Community. It 
includes VN activities, which we already do. But, while YN's 
are important, I believe that getting former YN's, those who 
have left the fold during the transition into adulthood, back into 
the hobby is just as important. We must also help our member 
clubs. We already do a bit by offering free listings of club 
meetings in the NENA NEWS. Perhaps we could sponsor a pool 
of speakers for club presentations. Perhaps we could 
encourage numismatic programs at senior centers and VA 
hospitals. The possibilities are many. But each program will 
need somebody to head it and to make it happen. 

The third area is helping ourselves. We are the regional 
organization -- the bridge between individuals and member 
clubs and the national association, ANA. I want to doggedly 
pursue that role. I want to build the Association so it will be an 
honor to be a member, and every numismatist in New England 
will become a member. I want to build the Association so our 
convention will be THE numismatic event in the Northeast. 

One responsibility for any numismatic organization is the 
dissemination of knowledge. We have the vehicle for it -- the 
NENA NEWS. I would like to see us win some awards with it. 
But the main problem is getting articles to publish. There is a 
lot of knowledge out there. Each and every numismatist is an 
expert in their chosen field of collecting and study. (If not an 
expert, at least they are highly knowledgeable.) These people 
are the source of our articles. It is up to us on the Board to 
encourage these experts to put their knowledge down on paper. 


I personally would like to visit every member club in New 
England (which should be every club in New England) during 
my tenure as Executive Secretary. That may not be possible 
due to time and distance. But you members of the Board can 
and should cover your respective areas as best you can, 
carrying the NENA message. We will make our presence 
known and welcome, to boost Numismatics, to assist local 
clubs in their programs, and to encourage their participation in 
our programs. We want to draw more people into the hobby 
and into NENA. It is truly building the future.

Some Tips on Building 
a Numismatic Exhibit 

By Bill Jones 


I have been an exhibitor at the NENA annual 
conventions for more than ten years. During that time, I have 
won more than my share of awards, and several collectors have 
asked my advice about how to assemble a good exhibit. My 
answers have usually been piecemeal responses that covered 
those questions that the questioner asked. Now I would like to 
present my thoughts in a more formal way. I hope that these 
suggestions will encourage more collectors to exhibit at the 
NENA conventions in the coming years. 

Let me say at the outset that I do not have a corner on 
ideas when it comes to exhibiting. Creativity is a very 
important aspect of the exhibiting art, and your ideas may be 
the innovations that will make your display an award-winning 
experience that many people will enjoy and remember. I do 
feel, however, that there are a few fundamental elements that 
are necessary for any good exhibit. 


Choice of Topic This is the most important first step in 
developing any exhibit. First, you should select a topic that 
interests you, not one that you think will impress the judges. 
I have often seen enthusiasm for a subject shine through and 
generate interest among viewers, even from an exhibit that 
covered an obscure subject. 

Second, your topic should be within the limits of your 
existing collection. Although you may wish to buy a small item 
or two for an exhibit, you should not put yourself in the 
position where you must find a certain rare item or large group 
of pieces to exhibit. Forcing yourself to find something just for 
an exhibit will reduce your enjoyment of the process and may 
cause you to make a purchase you will regret later. 

Narrow Your Topic, Develop a Title Many beginning exhibitors 
choose a topic that is too broad. For example, the topic 
"Lincoln Cents" is probably too broad, even if you have a 
complete date and mint set. The series covers over 80 years 
of coins, and there are mistruck pieces, matte proofs, brilliant 
proofs, off-metals, double die cents and other items that could 
be included in such a broad title. On the other hand, you might 
assemble a fine exhibit about the brilliant proof cents of the 


1950's, error cents, or the striking and color characteristics of 
cents in the early 1940's. 

Selecting a title comes after you have narrowed your 
topic. The title should be brief and to the point. On occasion, 
your title can be snappy and draw attention, but be forewarned, 
some people may not share your sense of style or humor. 
When I used the title, "A Cent not a Penny", for my history of 
the cent exhibit, one old cuss walked away from my display 
grumbling about "purists" who force their views on others in 
the use of the English Language. 

Do Your Homework If you have collected a series for a long 
time, having the facts may almost be second nature to you. 
Still, you should verify the data you show in your display. After 
all, an exhibit should be a learning experience for your readers 
and should not contain inaccurate information. 

Neatness Counts! Having a neat display is essential to an 
award winning exhibit. Some years ago I spotted an exhibit of 
19th century proof sets that contained some of the nicest and 
rarest coins I had ever seen. Unfortunately the typewritten 
cards that described each set were so sloppy that it gave the 
whole display a poor appearance. Ultimately that display 
received a third place award in its category when it could have 
been a best of show candidate. 

One problem that I had early in my exhibiting career 
was with cards and paper that curled and looked terrible. After 
many experiments with pastes and glues, I found the following 
solution: Tape the written material to poster board using 
double backed Scotch tape. That ended my curling problems. 

Completeness Counts This is a corollary with the selection of 
a topic. If you have narrowed your topic enough, you should 
display the material you need to cover the "completeness" 
category on the judges' slips. For example, if you were lucky 
enough to own an 1879 Flowing Hair four dollar gold piece, 
showing it in a display entitled "The Four Dollar Gold Piece" 
should be a sure loser. Why? Because there are three other 
coins in the set that you don't have. If you called the display 
"The 1879 Flowing Hair Gold Piece", you would have the 
makings of a winner because you would be able to cover the 
topic. 

On the other hand, if you are lacking a very rare coin 
that is virtually unavailable from an otherwise complete display, 
you can use a picture of the missing item. For example, let's 


say you display a date set of the early silver dollars from 1794 
to 1804. If you use a picture of the 1804, there should be little 
or no penalty on the judges' cards as long as you explain the 
rarity of that item. You may even be able to get away with a 
picture of the 1794 if your other coins are nice and your display 
is attractive. 

Give Your Display a Variety of Colors It's usually a good idea 
to line the bottom of your case with a color that will enhance 
but not overpower your exhibit. For my NENA displays, I have 
used blue case liners. Many coin dealers also use these, and 
they should be able to guide you to a vendor who sells them. 
When I have to travel, I use cloth that I roll on a tube and pack 
in a suitcase to avid folding marks. 

It's a good idea to use different colors in your display. 
Using colored poster board will do this, and pictures can be 
helpful if they are relevant. Postcards sometimes work well, 
and if you take photographs, those can be helpful too. You 
should avoid making your display gaudy. Some judges don't 
like that. 

Make Sure to Highlight the Title of Your Display and Use 
Subtitles when Appropriate Some years ago a well-known 
Boston area collector did a very nice display of Israeli paper 
currency. Unfortunately he didn't give his exhibit a title and 
missed out on a potential prize winning exhibit. I make my 
main titles with vinyl lettering that can be purchased at many 
art supply stores. It comes in several sizes. Other lettering 
sources are the chart maker and word processing packages that 
are available on personal computers. The use of subtitles can 
make your display more readable. If you would like an idea as 
to how this can work, look at the layouts in newspapers and 
magazines. 

Special Talents Some people can draw or do calligraphy. 
These talents can give your display a professional appearance. 
I have seen many displays that incorporated woodworking and 
other handicrafts. These elements can really make your exhibit 
special, but read the exhibit rules before you try to include 
items from outside the standard showcases. Sometimes these 
items will disqualify you from the competition! 

Have Fun! Putting together an exhibit should be fun and 
educational for you and the people who look at it. Don't worry 
about winning first place or taking best of show. Those awards 


are judgement calls, and sometimes the judges don't 
understand or don't have the background to appreciate certain 
kinds of exhibits. To me the best reward is to have someone 
ask me a questions about my exhibit, tell me how much they 
have enjoyed it, or best of all, tell me they learned something 
from it. That is a really satisfying feeling. 


CALLING ALL EXHIBITORS 

As Bill Jones has pointed out in his informative article, 
exhibiting can be a lot of fun. In honor of this year's 50th 
Anniversary Convention, NENA is hoping to have a record 
number of exhibits on display. Won't you please join us in 
setting up an exhibit of your favorite material? 

An invitation and application to exhibit are included in this issue 
of NENA NEWS, as well as a copy of the exhibit rules and 
descriptions of the exhibit classifications. 

The special awards listed on the rules sheet now include a new 
award, the New England Medal Collectors award for the best 
exhibit of New England Exonumia, which is described in detail 
in this issue of NENA NEWS. 

A special need for exhibit judges is also noted. If you are 
coming to the convention and would be able to attend a short 
training session and serve as an exhibit judge, please contact 
me at P.O. Box 37, Greenland NH 03840.

MINUTES OF THE JANUARY 1994 NENA BOARD 
MEETING 


The meeting of the NENA Board of Directors, held at the Royal 
Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, MA, was called to order at 10:19 a.m. 
on Saturday, 15 January 1994, by Robert F. Fritsch, Executive 
Secretary. Present were Jack Kiley, Ron Emerson, Ted Barrett, 
Alvan and Barbara Jones, Geoff Dean, Bob Heath, Jim and Beth 
Rolston, Jack and Mary Mullen, Tom and Andrea Lacey, Duane 
Shaw, Carl Lundquist, Jon Melick, and Sylvia Johnson. 

The minutes of the 6 November 1993 meeting were reviewed 
and read. The Treasurer's report was reviewed. A question 
arose about the expense for cases. NENA owns several cases 
which needed fixing. There are still a few broken cases left but 
the exact quantity is unknown. The Treasurer's report was 
then approved. Each person attending then told of their recent 
numismatic activities. Bob Fritsch then gave an address 
outlining the aims and goals he has set for the Association (a 
ddtranscript of this address is included in this issue of NENA 
NEWS). Bob then passed out samples of his "card", a wood 
featuring the NENA logo on one side and his address on the 
other. Each member of NENA will get a copy of this wood. 

Under Old Business, Jon Melick presented a preliminary report 
on the non-profit status of the Association. The merits of non¬ 
profit status were discussed. More data is needed, and Jon will 
present a full report at the next meeting. Bob Heath reported 
on the 1994 NENA Medal Design Competition. Only one design 
has been submitted. It was moved and seconded, and carried 
to extend the Design Competition to 15 March. The winner of 
the competition gets a set of medals and public recognition. It 
was also pointed out that this year marks NENA's 50th 
Convention; the organization itself was founded 53 years ago. 
The NEMC (New England Medal Collectors) proposal for a 
separate award for the best Exonumia exhibit was carried after 
much discussion. This award will be in addition to the regular 
NENA exhibit awards. 

John Mullen then presented a NENA uniface medal to Sylvia 
Johnson for her service on the Board, and a set of NENA 
medals to Jon Melick for his design of the 1993 medal. Thanks 
to both of these individuals for their outstanding efforts. 


Under the heading of Show Business, Tom Lacey explained 
about the date switch of our 50th Annual Convention. New 
dates are 26-27 August instead of 8-9 July due to another large 
show taking the July date. He made the announcement at the 
FUN Show, and reported that 23 tables were already sold. Jim 
Rolston talked a bit about attracting more exhibits to the 
convention. Ideas included publicizing the NEMC award, talking 
up exhibiting at local clubs, and giving nice awards for winning 
exhibits. We also have problems finding qualified exhibit 
judges. Several action items were assigned as a result of the 
discussion. 

Convention activities were then discussed. Several clubs wish 
to have their meetings during the convention and were listed. 
To give NENA some control over the Little Theater speakers, a 
set of guidelines will be provided to them. The traditional 
NENA Breakfast will be held on Saturday of the Convention. 
Duane Shaw, the Convention Program Chairman, was given 
Board approval to commit speakers on behalf of the 
Association. Special items for the show were brainstormed and 
assigned. 

Following a short break. New Business was discussed. A 
campaign to get ANA's "Money Talks" on New England Public 
Radio stations was discussed. Bob Fritsch will head this 
campaign. Bob then urged Board members to participate in this 
year's National Coin Week through their local clubs by putting 
old coins into circulation. The cost of Life Membership was 
questioned, and a report on whether it is correctly priced will be 
made. 

Copies of the By-laws, which have not been revised since 
1968, were distributed to all Board members. They will make 
suggestions for revisions and Jon Melick will chair the By-laws 
committee to evaluate and consolidate any changes. Revised 
By-laws will then be published in the NENA NEWS in time for 
general membership review before the annual meeting. 

In order to publicize NENA better, several suggestions were 
made. Manning a table at Bay State and other shows was 
deemed impractical, but literature could be left on the freebie 
table at shows in the area. A suggestion was made to produce 
a professionally done promotional brochure, and the matter will 
be investigated. A few Board members volunteered to man a 
table, but will probably not be needed in the near future. 


A suggestion was made to sponsor a NENA group travel to 
ANA '94 in Detroit. The destination was revised to FUN '95 in 
Orlando. The membership will be polled for interest and 
participation. 

Ideas for member support were discussed. Periodic meetings 
throughout the region were proposed, but attendance at these 
affairs in the past has been poor. A suggestion to have a NENA 
night at member clubs was made and met with general 
approval. The Worcester County Numismatic Society can host 
such a meeting, with the Executive Secretary giving the 
evening's address. The general idea is to have NENA 
coordinate speakers for local clubs. Practical subjects, such as 
Exhibiting or Coin Photography, are sought. This idea is still 
growing and will be placed on the agenda for the next meeting. 

The Executive Secretary's budget was discussed. He will be 
reimbursed for actual expenses incurred while conducting 
Association business. The Board voted to incur the expense of 
First Class Postage to inform all members of the new show 
dates. A motion was made, seconded, and passed to create a 
wood with the convention dates, to be distributed to all NENA 
members. 

When questioned, the Board indicated that Saturday meetings 
were preferred, and will therefore continue on that day. The 
next Board meeting was called for 12 March 1994 at 10 a.m., 
at the Royal Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, with an alternate date of 
19 March. Interested members are invited to attend. 

Tom Lacey suggested that the Board acquire an embroidered 
sweater or blazer for official functions. Andrea Lacey will 
investigate costs. Jim Rolston asked for and was granted $20 
to buy an album for NENA photographs. There being no further 
business, the meeting adjourned at 2:10 p.m.

Transportation Tokens and PNC be sold at the convention for 
$1 each. Any remaining after that time will be destroyed.

DATE CHANGE FOR NEW ENGLAND '94 AND OTHER JOYS 
OF COIN SHOW MANAGEMENT 
by Tom Lacey 

I'm by nature very cynical. It probably has a lot to do with 
coming of age in the early 1970's. A breeding ground for 
cynics if ever was one. Rather than a handicap, however, it's 
proved to be a big advantage to me in my chosen fields of coin 
dealing and coin show management. Most cynics are very 
negative in ;their approach to life and its problems. I 
discovered, however, that I found identifying "worst case 
scenarios" and then applying the principles of problem solving 
a fascinating and enjoyable process. Coming up with a great 
solution to a sticky problem just makes my day. I soon realized 
that if you enjoyed the process of problem solving, managing 
coin shows or any trade show for that matter is a business 
tailor made for you! 

Try this quickie quiz for prospective problem solvers (sadly, all 
of these have actually happened to us). 1) You find yourself 
totally overwhelmed with electrical needs and the building's 
inadequate circuit breakers are shutting down faster than you 
can turn them back on. 2) Although the room feels fine to you, 
an important dealer at your show tells you that his wife is cold 
and can you please put the heat up. 3) Despite your ban on 
baseball cards, a dealer puts several cards in his showcase and 
"dares" you to do something about it. 4) You are told by the 
hotel that there may be "problems with the Blue Laws" and that 
your show may not be able to open until the afternoon. 5) You 
walk into your bourse room to find a mixture of brown, orange, 
and a few red table linens have been haphazardly thrown on 
your tables by a crew that probably set the room up at 2 a.m. 
and was too tired to care. 6) The afternoon before your show 
is a blizzard. You call the hotel for an update on their 
conditions and they tell you the power and water are out and 
they don't know when it will be restored. They expect over a 
foot of wet snow and it won't end until the early morning of 
the show. ...our solutions can be found at the end of the 
article. 

Managing the bourse for New England '93 and '94 has more 
than tested our abilities as problem solvers. The larger the 
show, the more complicated the show. The more things 
inevitably go wrong. The situation we were presented 
concerning the dates for NEW ENGLAND '94 was just one of 


those scenarios. We were very pleased with our move out to 
the Royal Plaza in Marlboro, the hotel is new, roomy and 
luxurious. The deal we negotiated for NENA and ourselves was 
one of the best I've ever had. The $65 room rate for show 
participants (based on a rack rate of $105) was an excellent 
deal. By booking show dates in July, we'd avoided weather 
problems and other large shows (when you're trying to put on 
the best show possible you don't want to have to deal with a 
lot of competition). To use our terminology, we were ready to 
rock and roll. Except for one little problem. Two months after 
we secured our dates, another large show popped up within 
250 miles scheduled for the same weekend. I called and tried 
to get them to reconsider. They said no -- we'd just have to 
deal with the conflict as best we can. 

Your gut reaction in a situation like that is to accept the 
challenge and fight it out for dealers and program speakers. 
Your gut reaction is wrong. The first thing that I had to do was 
to discuss my options with the hotel. This is where I got a big 
break. I had originally asked the hotel for dates in late August 
and early September (best weather of the year) and wa told 
that there was nothing available. I took July as a third choice 
that might have an interesting potential. When I called the 
hotel this time, I was told that a group had cancelled and that 
space was available for August 26th and 27th. I quickly 
checked my calendar and found no;thing much was going on 
after ANA in July and Labor Day weekend and the East Coast 
Expo weren't until September. This gave us a great slot as the 
show that will "kick off the fall season" in the northeast. 

After getting the hotel to hold the dates for 48 hours, I called 
our Executive Secretary an filled him in on our problem and my 
solution. I asked him to canvass the Board by phone and get 
right back to me. After checking with the Board, Bob told me 
it was a "go" and I changed the dates. 

I've heard a little grumbling about being "pushed around" as an 
organization and that we should make our stand. I would very 
quickly reply that NENA was often known for doing things 
exactly like that in the past and had suffered as a result. Your 
Board is to be congratulated for putting their egos in their back 
pockets and decisively steering this organization to what we 
expect will be a truly special 50th Anniversary Convention. We 
are currently far ahead of our 1993 pace in setting up 
programs. Dealer reaction to the change has been extremely 


positive and our bourse table sales to this point reflect their 
increased interest. We're ready to rock and roll. 

Our solutions to the quickie quiz: 1) We sent one of our people 
into the lounge in the adjacent room to order a couple of Cokes 
while we slipped an extension past the other end of the bar and 
tapped into the juke box circuit. 2) We assured the dealer that 
we too were concerned about his wife's comfort. We 
explained that we were getting everything we could from the 
registers at that end of the room (true, incidentally) and that if 
he looked way down to the other end of the room we had a 
table down there that was in a warmer area of the bourse 
room. We noted that it might not be quite as good a location 
as his current table (I seemed to remember something about it 
being a toll call to the phone by the entrance of the show). I 
was more than willing to accommodate him for the next show. 
He turned to his wife and said, "Bring a sweater". 3) I told the 
dealer that I didn't realize that he wasn't a skilled enough coin 
show dealer and businessman to survive in this difficult market. 

I said I knew that it must be eating him up inside to have to 
stoop to baseball cards as a last ditch effort to save his 
business and wished him well. He said he liked cards and that 
he was making tons of money in them. I told him I understood, 

I was sure that the other dealers would understand, and that it 
wasn't necessary to say anything more. When I came back a 
half hour later, they were out of the case. 4) I called the local 
police department, mentioned that I was planning to book a 
paid police detail for the coin show but couldn't until I resolved 
any questions that they may have regarding Blue Law 
violations. I was told that the hotel had misinterpreted what 
the police department had said. There was no problem since 
collectible coins are art and art shows are exempt from Blue 
Law starting times. They also wanted to know what hours I 
would need the officer for. 5) We added up how much of each 
color we had, used the orange on the bourse tables, used the 
brown on the back up tables, and went into the adjacent 
function room and "traded" the red ones for a few white table 
linens to use on our coffee, raffle, and literature tables. 

6) What do you think I am, a magician? I had to cancel the 
#*%$#@& show and took a $1700 loss.

NEW ENGLAND MEDAL COLLECTORS (NEMC) 
AWARD FOR BEST EXHIBIT OF NEW ENGLAND 
EXONUMIA AT A NENA CONVENTION 

GOAL -- NEMC intends for this award to encourage the 
exhibition of New England Exonumia at the annual NENA 
Convention. NEMC hopes that the range of material types will 
grow to include most of the categories defined below. 

DEFINITION -- For the purpose of this award, the following 
definitions apply even if they are not universally accepted. 

Exonumia : specifically includes commemorative medals, award 
medals, scholastic medals, organizational medals, merchant 
tokens, transportation tokens, good-fors, elongated cents. 
Specifically excludes coins, paper money, scrip, wooden 
nickels, souvenir items such as plates, glasses, etc. 

New England Exonumia : exonumia sold, used, or otherwise 
distributed exclusively in one or more of the six New England 
states. Incidental sale of an item outside New England does 
not exclude an item which has New England origin. 

AWARD -- NEMC will supply the physical award at no cost to 
NENA. It will be presented at the regular NENA award 
ceremony by a person designated by NENA. 

RULES: 

1. An exhibit must meet all the requirements placed on 
exhibits by NENA for classifications: 

4. Miscellaneous, Specialized, Odd and Curious 

6. Junior 

7. Medals 

2. An exhibit must feature New England Exonumia but 
may contain supporting material such as pictures, 
printed matter, programs, tickets, ribbons, etc. 

3. The NENA Exhibit Chairman is the authority to 
determine if an exhibit meets rules 1 and 2. The 
exhibitor may request a conference with the NENA 
Exhibit Chairman and an Officer of NEMC to 
demonstrate compliance. 




4. 


Scores determined by the NENA judging process shall 
be used to determine the winner of this award. The 
highest score in the classifications defined in rule 1 
shall be the winner. This award is independent of any 
other award that may be received by the winner. 

5. The liability disclaimer in rule 9, Part 1 of NENA Exhibit 
Rules shall extend to NEMC and its officers. 

6. Exhibitors need not be members of NEMC; however, 
membership is encouraged.

COIN SCALES AND COIN WEIGHTS 

by A. George Mallis 


From ancient times, precious metals were accounted for by 
weight. There are numerous examples of ancient scales and 
weights in all of the great museums of the world. Nearer at 
home, one may go to Yale University, Medical Museum and 
view the famous Streeter Collection of Scales and Weights, or 
to the Harvard Library. Just when the first scales were made 
or who made them is lost in the dim recesses of the past. It is 
known that the ancient Jews, Egyptians, Babylonians, Persians, 
Hellens, and Romans had equal arm balance scales. In the Old 
Testament 1 , in Leviticus, God admonishes the Jews to have just 
balances and just weights in their dealings. Again, in the same 
text, reference is made to the great wealth of King Solomon by 
noting his yearly income in gold as so many Talents. Here the 
unit was that of weight and not that of the number of coins. 
It should be noted that in the ancient Jewish system there was 
no such coin as a Talent. The standard Jewish coin was the 
Shekel which originally was a unit of weight but later became 
part of the Jewish monetary system 2 . 

The earliest known type of scale was the equal arm balance 
scale. This device consists of a beam with two pans 
suspended from either end. In the center of the beam is a 
suspension cord by which the beam and pans are held. When 
the weight of both pans is equal, the beam will be exactly 
horizontal, thus indicating equilibrium 3 . These early balances 
were not especially accurate as there was a problem with the 
end suspension points of the beam. It was the Egyptians who 
developed the eyelet at the end of the beam that finally resulted 
in very accurate equal arm balance scales. Another 
development was the introduction of a vertical pointer and 
reference scale at the suspension point of the beam. This 
permitted exact weighing that eventually lead to the 
development of the scientific analytical balance. 

Necessary to these early balances were the weights required by 
which to weigh the objects. Early weights were made of stone, 
lead and iron. Each of these materials has its own inherent 
problems that in the long run made them unsuitable for 
accurate weighing. Stone weights were difficult to adjust 
accurately and then were subject to chipping. Lead is oxidized 
by the atmosphere and thus unreliable. The same was true 


with early iron weights. These minor drawbacks were not of 
great significance when one was weighing large quantities of 
farm produce, such as grain, but became critical when it came 
to the weighing of relatively small quantities of gold and silver. 

It was the advent of coinage about 650 BC in the Kingdom of 
Lydia, located in present day Asia Minor, that spurred the 
development of coin weights as distinct from general weights. 
Just what is a coin weight? For this answer, one must 
understand just what is a coin. Legally, a coin is any metallic 
object, struck under the Authority of a Sovereign State and 
bearing thereon an indication of the Sovereign State that issued 
it. Later, the issuing authority would indicate what the value of 
the coin was, and still later, a date. It is this distinction that 
separates coins from tokens or medals. Until the last half of 
the 20th Century, coins had an intrinsic value. That is, the 
value of the coin was substantially in the value of the material 
making up the coin, be it copper, silver or gold. Prior to World 
War II, the value of gold and silver was relatively stable 
worldwide in so far as the cost of an ounce of gold or silver 
was concerned. 

Prior to today's plastic card society and fiat money, travelers 
from one country to another usually brought with them coins of 
their own country, usually gold. The rates of exchange in each 
country were based upon the precious metallic value in the 
coin. These rates of exchange were set by each government 
and these rates usually did not greatly vary from country to 
country. A provision was always made for a reduction in value 
for under weight coins. Each government issued an official 
declaration of the gold content of their coins along with the 
legal weight. In addition, each government issued a weight 
tolerance limit below which the coin was not acceptable at its 
face value at home. In England, for example, in the late 
1800's, a grain of gold was valued at two pence. These 
weight values in the English speaking countries were expressed 
in a number of grains. Other countries, prior to the metric 
system, had their own weight systems that were different from 
the English troy system. 

While it is perfectly possible to weight a coin in a precision 
equal arm balance scale using pennyweight and grain weights, 
it was not only time consuming on the part of the merchant, 
but required some mathematical ability. Regrettably, numerical 
literacy before the early 18th Century was not common among 


the average trader. The picture shown 4 indicates a set of 
penny weight and grain weights of the late 18th Century. 

It was this inability to expeditiously use normal pennyweight 
and grain weights that made coin weights a vital necessity for 
the then commercial world. By definition, a coin weight is a 
weight made specifically to weigh the least authorized legal 
weight of a specific coin. Coin weights were made in several 
types of material. Among the most common in the Western 
World were copper, bronze and brass. Very rarely, silver. In 
the Eastern Islamic world, glass was used in addition to the 
metallic ones. Coin weights come in a variety of shapes; cob 
type, round, square, triangular and trapezoidal. The coin 
weights were usually punched with some identifying feature to 
facilitate easy selection by the user. The early coin weights 
were of the Monetiform style; that is, the obverse of the weight 
had stamped thereon an image resembling the coin for which it 
was to be used. A typical monetiform weight is shown in the 
photograph. 

By the start of the 17th Century, coin weights began to have 
placed thereon images of the Ruler under whose auspices the 
coin was issued, legends, symbols, and often numbers 
indicating its weight or value. In addition, many coin weights 
carry the sign or symbol of the weight maker and sometimes a 
date. The photographs show an obverse of a monetiform 
weight and the reverse shows typical values and a makers 
symbol and date. As weight makers were often members of a 
metal workers or founders guild, most governments authorized 
official adjusters of weights who verified and so stamped the 
coin weight. The marks of these adjusters can sometimes be 
found on the coin weights just as they are found on regular 
commercial weights.

MINUTES OF THE APRIL 1994 NENA BOARD 
MEETING 


The meeting of the NENA Board of Directors, held at the Royal 
Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, MA, was called to order at 10:10 a.m. 
on Saturday, 26 April 1994, by Executive Secretary Bob 
Fritsch. Present were Bob Anderson, Ted Barrett, Geoff Dean, 
Jan Dyroff, Bob Heath, Sylvia Johnson, Jack Kiley, Carl 
Lundquist, Duncan MacLean, Jack and Mary Mullen, Jim 
Rolston, and guest Bill Johnson. 

The minutes of the 12 March meeting were reviewed and 
approved. The Treasurer's report was read and discussed. The 
balance of the checking account is declining, and it was felt 
that we need more advertising in NENA NEWS to raise needed 
revenues. Advertising rates were discussed and the report 
approved. Beth Rolston was thanked for acting as Recording 
Secretary for the March meeting. The Executive Secretary 
thanked all who were involved with the current issue of NENA 
NEWS for turning out a super issue. 

Director Pierre Brassard had tendered his resignation citing poor 
health and it was regretfully accepted. The Board cited Pierre's 
long and faithful service to the Association and wishes him a 
speedy return to good health. The Board will decide at the next 
meeting on how to fill this vacancy. 

The Membership Director reported 110 members have not yet 
paid their dues and second notices will be mailed 1 May. 
Leonard Finn, a long-time member of NENA and other local 
clubs, died in March. The next issue of NENA NEWS will carry 
his obituary. 

Under old business, NENA Life Memberships were discussed. 
The Board determined that the current dues structure did not 
sufficiently meet expenses and voted to raise dues to $10 for 
Regular Memberships, $100 for Life Memberships, and $5 for 
Juniors, effective 1 January 1995. The dues structure will be 
reviewed each year as a routine part of the Board meetings. 

The Speakers Bureau discussion was continued from previous 
meetings. The basic idea is the Association will maintain a list 
of speakers throughout New England, to support member clubs. 


It will then be up to the individual clubs to contact speakers to 
make arrangements. A volunteer is needed to maintain the list. 

Under Show Business, Tom Lacey reported via the Executive 
Secretary that everything is looking good and that there are 
almost 100 dealers signed up. Jim Rolston reported that the 
Call for Exhibits has been published and there is already one 
application submitted. A standardized exhibit award was 
examined and approved. It will consist of the current year 
medal mounted on a wooden plaque with the appropriate 
inscriptions on brass plates. Discussion on a new exhibit 
category, "Beauty for Beauty's Sake", was tabled until next 
year. A motion was made and carried to conduct a raffle. This 
year's NENA Medal design was reviewed, and changes were 
discussed and approved. Order forms for the medals have been 
distributed. Development of the special show postmark is 
progressing satisfactorily, as is the souvenir sheet. The 
Executive Secretary will solicit endorsements from numismatic 
personalities around the nation for the special convention 
program booklet. 

Under New Business, a telephone tree was developed so the 
entire Board of Directors can be reached with only a few 
telephone calls. The Association has received a request from 
the Collectors Club of Boston to provide past Life Member 
medals for their archives. The discussion was tabled until more 
information can be obtained. The Executive Secretary 
requested and got the Board's approval to hold a special 
meeting of NENA at the ANA Convention in Detroit. Duncan 
MacLean gave a good report on his YN efforts and asked for 
donations in the form of obsolete coinage. The Board approved 
$25 for Type Sets for the YN program. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
12:20 pm.

MINUTES OF THE JUNE 1994 NENA BOARD 
MEETING 


The meeting of the NENA Board of Directors, held at the Royal 
Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, MA, was called to order at 10:05 am 
on Saturday, 18 June 1994 by Executive Secretary Bob Fritsch. 
Present were Bob Anderson, Ted Barrett, Jan Dyroff, Ron 
Emerson, Al Jones, Jack Kiley, John Kittredge, Tom and 
Andrea Lacey, Carl Lundquist, Jon Melick, Jack and Mary 
Mullen, Jim and Beth Rolston, and guest Bill Johnson. 

At the request of Jon Melick, the normal order of business was 
suspended and discussion of the Bylaws commenced. Many 
changes were made to the proposed language, and consensus 
was reached on this important issue. A motion was made and 
carried that appointed Board members would be non-voting 
members. The question of ownership of the acronym "NENA" 
came up. There is another association in the area which uses 
it. Jon Melick will check with the Massachusetts Secretary of 
State for registry of the name. 

The minutes of the 26 April 1994 Board meeting were read and 
approved after an amendment to clarify when the new NENA 
dues went into effect (1 January 1995). The Treasurer's report 
was read and approved. A letter from past NENA President 
Filomena Marino was read, and recent blurbs in Numismatic 
News were noted. Currently, 74 members have not renewed 
their dues; they will be dropped from membership. The Franklin 
County (MA) Coin Club has disbanded. Applications for seven 
Regular Members and one Life Member were received. An 
award from ANA for submitting NENA NEWS in the annual 
publications contest was presented to the editors with thanks 
for a job well done. The award was a copy of the book 
Confessions of a Numismatic Fanatic. Correspondence from 
R.K. Burke about the numbering of this years's Conference and 
Convention was discussed. 

Under Old Business, the request for medals from the Collectors 
Club of Boston was again deferred. The special NENA meeting 
at ANA Detroit has been requested but no word has been 
received from ANA about it. 

Under Show Business, Tom Lacey reported that the publicity is 
going well, including flyers, a listing in the Coin Dealer 


Calendar, local news releases, and publicity on a special exhibit 
of a Fugio Cent. An option has been taken with the Convention 
site for the same weekend next year. Al Jones will chair the 
Advertising Committee and got plenty of volunteers to help 
him. Advertising costs will be the same as those for NENA 
NEWS. A motion for a First Class mailing of the Convention 
announcement was made and carried. The deadline for the 
Program booklet is 5 August. Jim Rolston reported that there 
are ten exhibit applications submitted to date. A query from 
R.K. Burke about the limitation of one competitive exhibit per 
person was discussed. The limitation is due to the small 
number of awards available; however, space permitting, 
exhibitors can have multiple non-competitive exhibits. The 
current Little Theater chairman was removed from that position 
due to non-performance. Tom Lacey will assume that role with 
help from Bill Johnson. Three speakers are currently signed up, 
and several clubs will hold meetings on Saturday. ANA tapes 
may be shown continuously if video monitors are available. 
The 1994 medal design trial strike was passed around and 
approved. The special items for the show are progressing well. 
The postmark is approved, and the souvenir sheet was shown 
and the purchase of 100 approved. Jack Kiley will check on 
producing a video of the Conference, on a suggestion from 
Filomena Marino. A call for a volunteer to man a promotional 
YN table at the 14 August Auburn show was made with no 
takers.

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BYLAWS OF THE NEW ENGLAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION, INC. 


ARTICLE I - NAME AND PURPOSE 

Section 1: The name of this corporation shall be the New England Numismatic Association, Inc., and it may be referred 
to as "NENA.” 


Section 2: The purposes of NENA shall be: 

• to encourage and develop the active appreciation and understanding of numismatics in the New England states 
and elsewhere; 

• to conduct courses of study in the art and science of numismatics; 

• to give and sponsor lectures, exhibitions, displays, and functions pertaining to numismatics; 

• to establish and maintain a library of numismatic items such as books, coins, and medals; 

• to edit and publish various forms of numismatic literature; 

• to establish and maintain such quarters for all purposes of NENA as may be necessary; and 

• to conduct or supervise sales and exchanges of coins, medals, books, and all incidental or related accessories 

and supplies, including auction and bourse sales. 


ARTICLE II - MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1: The membership of NENA shall consist of Regular, Associate, Honorary, Life, and Junior members. 

Section 2: All persons who are interested in the art and science of numismatics and the purposes of NENA shall be eligible 
for Regular membership. 

Section 2A: A Regular member shall be entitled to all privileges of membership in NENA, except that only those 
individual Regular members in good standing shall be eligible for elective or appointive office in NENA. 

Section 2B: Associate membership shall be available to any numismatic club, kindred association, society, 
museum, library, or educational institution whose interests coincide at all with those of NENA. 

Section 2C: Honorary membership may be held by individuals, societies, and clubs which have, in the opinion 
of the Board of Directors, rendered distinguished service to NENA, or generally to the art and science of numismatics. Such 
membership shall be granted only after a recommendation by the Board of Directors and the unanimous affirmative vote of the Regular 
members present and voting at an Annual meeting at which such recommendation is submitted. 

Section 2D: Life membership shall be available to Regular members and to any numismatic club, kindred 
association, society, museum, library, or educational institution upon the payment of an amount to be determined by the Board of 
Directors. Individual Life members shall be considered as Regular members under these Bylaws. 

Section 2E: Junior members shall not be eligible to hold elective office, and shall not be eligible to vote. 

Section 3: Only Regular members in good standing may hold elective or appointive office and vote at any of its meetings, 
except that Junior members may hold appointive office as determined by the Board of Directors. 

Section 4: Any member may be expelled, suspended from membership, or publicly or privately censured if he fails in his 
duties as a member of NENA, or is guilty of dishonesty or evasion of the truth in his numismatic dealings with anyone. Whenever 
a member is charged with misconduct under the provisions of these bylaws, the President or his designee shall notify the member 
so charged of the charges. The Board of Directors shall investigate the charges, in executive session, to see if there is probable cause 
to believe in their truth; and this investigation shall include a right for the charged member to appear before the Board of Directors 
and be heard in his defense. 

The Board of Directors may vote to impose public or private censure without further action by the membership of NENA, 
which however may overturn this action by a majority vote of Regular members present and voting at an Annual Meeting. Otherwise, 
the Board of Directors shall submit its recommendation at the next Annual Meeting of NENA. Expulsion or suspension shall require 
an affirmative vote of at least two-thirds (2/3) of the Regular members present and voting; all other penalties require only a majority 
vote of such members. A vote of the Board of Directors to expel or suspend a member, pending such a vote, shall operate as an 
immediate and provisional suspension of such member. 

Section 4A: Any member may be dropped from membership for non-payment of dues if, within ninety (90) days 
of the date of billing dues to the member, the dues remain unpaid. 
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Section 4B: Any member who has been expelled or suspended may petition for reinstatement after a period of 
two (2) years. Such petition must be endorsed by no less than three (3) Regular members and at least one (1) member of the Board 
of Directors. The Board of Directors must then approve the petition by a two-thirds (2/3) vote; and the readmitted member shall then 
be reinstated on probationary status for a period determined by the Board of Directors. A second expulsion or suspension shall be 
final. 


Section 5: Any member may resign at any time. If a member resigns while charges under Article II, Section 4 are pending 
against him, any investigation will stop and the resignation will be immediately accepted by the Board of Directors, unless the charge 
involves the mishandling of funds or property belonging to NENA. Resigning members forfeit all dues paid. 

Section 6: Dues shall be established from time to time by the Board of Directors, and are payable within thirty (30) days 
of billing. Applications submitted for each class of membership shall be accompanied by the dues then current for that class. Payment 
of the appropriate dues places a dues-paying member in good standing. 


ARTICLE III - OFFICERS 

Section 1: The elected officers of NENA shall be the President, the Vice President, the Treasurer, the five (5) Directors-at- 
Large, and the Directors from each of the New England States. These officers, along with others provided for within these Bylaws, 
shall comprise the Board of Directors of NENA. Terms of office shall commence at the time of election. Every officer shall hold office 
until his successor is elected and qualified. Vacancies shall be filled by appointment by the Board of Directors for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. Other officers and committees may be appointed by the President with the consent of the Board of Directors. 
All officers may succeed themselves in office. All officers and committees shall serve without compensation, except that members 
of the Board of Directors may be reimbursed for out-of-pocket expenses as approved by the Board of Directors. Honorariums and 
other compensation may be voted by the Board of Directors. 

Section 2: Each Director shall appoint a NENA member as his alternate, to ensure a complete meeting of the Board of 
Directors at all times. 

Section 3: The Board of Directors may appoint the following non-voting officers and others as the need arises, all of whom 
shall serve for one (1) year terms: 

Membership Coordinator: Responsible for maintaining membership records, collecting dues, and transmitting funds so 
received to the Treasurer. 

General Counsel: Responsible for providing legal advice relating to the business of NENA. He may, with the approval of 
the Board of Directors, secure outside counsel. 

NENA News Editor: Responsible for the editing, compilation, and distribution of the NENA News and other publications of 
NENA. 

Convention Director: Responsible for the contracting, setup, and conduct of the Annual Conference and Convention. 
Assistant Convention Director: Assists the Convention Director. 

Convention Exhibits Director: Arranges for exhibiting space at the annual Conference and Convention; calls for exhibits 
from the membership at least (3) months in advance; provides exhibit cases requested by exhibitors; arranges for exhibit 
judges; and acquires the awards for exhibitors. 

Club Liaisons: Responsible for all liaison between NENA and the member club he represents. 

Medal Coordinator: Responsible for all activities in the design, production, and distribution of the annual NENA Medal. 
Maintains the Association's Medal Collection and the inventory of unsold medals. 

Young Numismatist Coordinator: Runs the YN activities of the Association. 

Any of these positions may be held by a member of NENA’s Board of Directors, but no individual may have more than one 
(1) vote at any meeting, regardless of how many positions he holds. These positions may remain vacant if a qualified incumbent 
cannot be found. 

Section 4: The terms of the various officers and directors of NENA shall be as follows: 

• President - 2 years 
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• Vice-President - 2 years, conterminous with the President 

• Treasurer - 2 years, in President’s midterm 

• Elected Directors-at-Large - 1 year 

• State Directors (ME, VT, MA) - 2 years, conterminous with President 

• State Directors (CT, Rl, NH) - 2 years, in President’s midterm 

• Appointed Officers - 1 year 


ARTICLE IV - DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1: The President shall manage the affairs of NENA, and shall preside at all of its meetings. Upon written request 
of at least fifteen (15) regular members, which shall specify the desired purpose, the President shall call a Special Meeting of NENA, 
and notify the membership in an appropriate manner. 

Section 2: The Vice-President shall assist the President in the performance of his duties, and shall act in his place in the 
President’s absence or if he is disabled. The Vice-President shall also perform the duties customary to a Recording Secretary, and 
accordingly shall: be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties; shall deep a detailed record of all proceedings at all NENA 
meetings; shall have charge of the corporate seal of NENA, and affix its impression to any appropriate documents by NENA; shall 
have charge of the votes and valuable papers of NENA, except as these Bylaws provide otherwise; shall arrange for the delivery to 
each member of NENA a written notice of any Annual or Special meeting, at least seven (7) days in advance; and shall preform any 
other duties as directed by the Board of Directors. If the Vice-President assumes the duties of President for the remainder of term, 
a new Vice-President shall be appointed by the President and approved by the Board of Directors. 

Section 3: The Treasurer shall see that all bills due to NENA are collected; shall pay bills due by NENA when approved 
by the Board of Directors; shall have charge or custody of the accounts, vouchers, monies, fiscal books and other fiscal records of 
NENA; shall receive and deposit all funds of NENA to its credit, in its corporate name, in such banks as the Board of Directors shall 
approve; shall draw on funds on NENA, using checks signed by the treasurer on behalf of NENA, whenever necessary; shall present 
a detailed report of the receipts and disbursements of NENA during the fiscal year preceding to each Annual Meeting, or when required 
by the Board of Directors; and shall, when required by the Board of Directors, become bonded in an amount set by the Board of 
Directors, which shall also pay any fees required. The Treasurer shall also publish a report of the financial activities related to NENA 
conventions in the NENA News. 

Section 4: Board members who miss three consecutive board meetings may be removed from office at the discretion of 
the Board of Directors by a majority vote of the Directors present and voting. Any member of the Board, elected or appointed, may 
be removed for non-performance of his duties at the discretion of the Board of Directors in the same manner. 


ARTICLE V - DUTIES OF MEMBERS 

All members of NENA have the duty to act, at all times, in the best interests of NENA and the numismatic community. In 
their dealings with each other and with non-members, they shall exhibit the highest standards of honesty, integrity, friendliness and 
cooperation, and shall avoid even the appearance or suspicion of wrongdoing or impropriety. 

Violations of these duties may be punished under the provisions of Article II, Section 4 of these Bylaws. 


ARTICLE VI - CONVENTION AND ANNUAL MEETING 

Section 1: The Annual Meeting of NENA shall be called on the Saturday of the weekend designated by the Board of 
Directors and published in the NENA News no less than one (1) month in advance, for the annual Conference and Convention of 
NENA. 


Section 2: A quorum at the Annual Meeting shall consist of fifteen (15) members eligible to vote, and the number of votes 
required to pass upon any matter shall be determined by the number of votes actually cast. 

Section 3: No meeting of NENA may last for more than one and one-half (1-1/2) hours, unless otherwise voted by those 
present and eligible to vote. 

Section 4: The annual Conference and Convention of NENA shall take place between May 1 and October 31 of each 
calendar year, at a place in New England determined by the Board of Directors. The selection of the actual convention site, any 
planning for the Convention, and any delegation of authority related to the Convention must be approved by the Board of Directors. 


Section 5: There shall be at least four (4) meetings of the Board of Directors during each calendar year, with one meeting 


occurring during the Annual Convention. 


ARTICLE VII - OFFICIAL PUBLICATION 

Section 1: The official publication of NENA shall be known as the NENA News, and shall be published at least four (4) times 
each year at regular intervals. It shall be mailed to each member of NENA free of charge; and all expenses relating to the NENA 
News shall be paid first out of advertising receipts, and then from the funds of NENA. 


ARTICLE VIII - SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

Section 1: No officer, director, committee, or member shall incur any expense in the name of NENA unless authorized to 
do so by a vote of the Board of Directors. 

Section 2; The fiscal year of NENA shall run from January 1 to December 31 in each calendar year. 

Section 3; NENA may have a corporate seal in a form approved by the Board of Directors, to be kept by the Vice-President. 

Section 4: These Bylaws may be altered, amended, or repealed at any Annual or Special Meeting of NENA. Each Regular 
member must receive notice of nay proposed change at least one (1) month prior to such meeting. A two-thirds (2/3) vote shall be 
required to enact the changes proposed. 

Section 5: The name, emblems, logotype, or stationery of NENA may not be used without permission of the Board of 

Directors. 


Section 6: The mailing list of NENA shall be kept confidential, and shall be used only for NENA-related business. 

Section 7: All rules and regulations in these Bylaws shall be broadly interpreted; but any drastic variation must be brought 
to the attention of the Board of Directors in writing wherever possible. The Board of Directors shall determine the merits of the 
variation, and a written decision shall be issued, signed by all concurring Directors, when a vote is taken on the request. A two-thirds 
(2/3) vote is necessary to carry a decision. No variation of Section 6 of this article shall be made. 

Section 8: All meetings of NENA shall be conducted in accordance with Robert's Rules of Order, with the President serving 
as Parliamentarian, unless these Bylaws provide otherwise, or the membership of NENA votes to suspend them at any Meeting. 

Section 9: The presence of male gender references in these Bylaws shall not be construed to deny women any privilege 
of membership. 
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The aims and purposes of the Association shall be set 
forth in the agreement of the Association as follows: 

"To encourage and develop the appreciation and 
understanding of numismatics, and the collection of 
coins and medals; to conduct courses of study in the art 
and science of numismatics; to give and otherwise 
sponsor lectures, exhibitions, displays, and functions 
pertaining to the appreciation and understanding of the 
art and science of numismatics..."

MINUTES OF THE NENA ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the New England Numismatic 
Association was called to order at 12:02 p.m. 27 August at the 
Royal Plaza Hotel, Marlboro, Massachusetts with Robert 
Fritsch, Executive Secretary In the chair. Approximately fifty 
members, friends and guests were in attendance. 

After a welcome from the Executive Secretary the minutes of 
the Fall Annual Meeting of 1993 were read by Mary Mullen, 
Secretary. It was noted that these minutes had been published 
in the NENA NEWS of the Fall of 1993. The minutes were then 
accepted. The Treasurer's report was then read and distributed 
by Treasurer Bob Anderson. The report was accepted with a 
change (transfer from one fund to another with the bottom fund 
amount correct). 

The by-law changes were discussed and voted unanimously as 
recommended by the Board of Directors, amended as presented 
with the NENA NEWS . 

The Nominating Committee, chaired by Robert Anderson, 
presented the following proposed slate: for President - Robert 
Fritsch, two years; for Vice President - Carl Lundquist, two 
years; for Director, one year - Ted Barrett, John Kiley, Myron 
Emerson, James Rolston; for State Director, two years 
coterminus with President - Maine, Geoffrey Dean, Jr.; 
Vermont, William Chisamore; Massachusetts, Jan Dyroff; for 
State Director, two years elected in President's mid-term, one 
year to fill vacancies - Connecticut, open; Rhode Island, open; 
New Hampshire, Sylvia Johnson. There being no objection, the 
slate was voted with the Nominating Committee casting one 
vote for the slate. John Kittredge was voted Board Member 
Emeritus. 

The new President gave kudos to all on the success of the 
1994 NENA Show and particularly to Tom Lacey, Show 
Director, and to the Board members who helped out. 

The President reported on the 1994 ANA Convention in Detroit 
and particularly on the NENA meeting held there. Four 
members of NENA attended. The current plan is to come back 
o the Royal Plaza Hotel in Marlboro for the 1995 NENA 
invention. 




The next meeting of the NENA Board will be held at the Royal 
Plaza on 5 November 1994 at 10 a.m. 

Jim Rolston, Exhibit Chairman, gave thanks to all who took part 
and announced the exhibit award winners; their names are 
listed in the Fall 1994 NENA NEWS . 

The speaker of the meeting was Cliff Mishler whose topic was 
"Meeting the Challenge of the Future". Cliff Mishler is well 
known as the President of Krause Publications which leads the 
hobby with its publication of Numismatic News. World Coin 
News , and Coin News . Mr. Mishler spoke about the changes 
that have taken place in society and in the coin hobby in the 
fifty years since the inception of NENA. He commented 
especially on the trail blazing by NENA as the second regional 
organization in the nation. 

Mr. Mishler went on to quote NENA President Robert Fritsch in 
that "the next three years are decisive for the coin collecting 
community of New England." He felt that NENA was up to this 
immediate challenge. The passing of the generalist collector 
and the rise of the specialist was lamented as this trend tends 
to keep people out of the hobby rather than attracting them. He 
noted that shows are struggling because they are in it for the 
profit and not for the fun. Hopefully this trend can be reversed. 

The highlight of Mr. Mishler's talk then centered around the 
Ambassador's Award given periodically to those who have 
done the most to help the hobby to prosper at local and 
regional, as well as national, levels. And then Mr. Mishler 
surprised and delighted everyone by presenting the Ambassador 
Award to our long time former Executive Secretary, Jack 
Mullen. Jack and Cliff then received a prolonged and heartfelt 
standing ovation by the then overcrowded meeting hall. 

A suggestion was made that the 1995 NENA convention be 
smoke free; this will be discussed by the NENA Board. 

The meeting was then gavelled to a close at 12:57 p.m. after 
a ringing round of applause for our new president, Bob Fritsch, 
and for Board member Jan Dyroff, designer of the 1994 NENA 
medal.

NEW ENGLAND '95: BIGGER AND BETTER 

by Tom Lacey 


To this point. New England '94 definitely represents the 
high point of my involvement with NENA. Virtually every goal 
that we set for ourselves with this convention was met or 
exceeded. Reaction from dealers, NENA members, and the 
collecting public has been overwhelmingly positive. 

To say that "We're on a roll" is to put it mildly. I remember 
well Ed Rochette as the featured speaker at the 1992 
convention. He stunned me by saying that he remembered the 
great NENA conventions of the past. He said something to the 
effect that NENA's current (1992) problems were typical of 
most regional organizations and that although future 
conventions would never again be like the old ones, we should 
take comfort in the fact that the people who are left are 
dedicated collectors and the smaller convention leaves time for 
further developing friendships among the remaining members. 

Just prior to Mr. Rochette's speech, NENA had approved 
my proposal to manage the 1993 convention and I was starting 
to wonder what I was getting myself into. With his having 
come from this area, I knew that Ed's heart was in the right 
place and he was simply trying to put a pleasant spin on what 
must have appeared to him a very disappointing convention. 
The NENA Board and I set out to prove him wrong and I think 
that Mr. Rochette would be the first to tell you how happy he 
is that we've done just that. 

We've moved very quickly to put the NENA Conventions 
"back on the numismatic map". From a 19 table bourse in a 
school gym in 1992, we moved back to the Holiday Inn in 1993 
(scene of several good NENA conventions as the Sheraton- 
Lincoln). There we assembled a 90 table sold out bourse and 
had what I would consider to be NENA's best convention since 
the 1982 convention in Merrimack, New Hampshire. Not 
content just to maintain the status quo, I set up the 1994 
convention in a larger, newer and better hotel in Marlboro, 
Massachusetts. Our 50th Anniversary Convention stood out as 
one of the better NENA conventions in our long and great 
history. The 120 table sold out bourse was the largest in over 
25 years and the NENA convention is once again showing up 


on most area dealer and collector "must attend" lists. All of the 
Little Theatre presentations were well attended and I've never 
seen a better attended Young Numismatists Forum. New items 
such as the souvenir sheet went over very well with the public. 
The bourse was larger than last year and offered a great 
diversity of specialties. Attendance was significantly up over 
last year (which was signigicantly up over 1992), a good sign 
of a revitalized convention. 

So if 1994 was everything NENA could have hoped for, 
what are we going to do for 1995? I set out to talk about New 
England '94 with as many participants as possible to get their 
thoughts on what they liked and disliked about the convention. 
Most people said not to change a thing -- it was fine as it was. 
We did get a few very good suggestions, however, and we've 
combined them with a few of our own to produce what we 
think will be again an improved NENA convention. 

I presented the framework of this proposal to the Board at 
the November 5 meeting. As you've read elsewhere in this 
issue, the Board voted to approve my firm's proposal and for 
the third year in a row we will be organizing the NENA 
Convention and working on behalf of the Association as 
Convention Coordinators. I'd like to take a moment to thank 
the Board for their continued support. Many people thought 
that a commercial firm such as ours could not possibly work in 
unison with a non profit association like NENA. I'm very happy 
to report that with a common goal of staging the best annual 
convention possible and a willingness to try to understand each 
other's philosophies, our relationship with the Board is as 
strong as ever. Our feeling is that bringing these two groups 
together has made for a stronger and more focused NENA and 
the results of the last two conventions bear this out. I look 
forward to working with the Board again in 1995, and hopefully 
beyond. 

NEW ENGLAND '95 is still in the formative stages but I can 
still offer a little preview of things to come. To begin, we will 
be returning to the Royal Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, 
Massachusetts. We feel that the location is about as close as 
we can come to the true center of New England, making the 
convention a reasonable drive from almost all corners of the 
region. The hotel proved very popular with convention 
participants and the convention organizers. We were very 
pleased with the hotel's courtesy and professionalism. The 


convention will take place on Friday, August 25 and Saturday, 
August 26. This is the same weekend as NEW ENGLAND '94 
and we feel that the great weather that we usually have in that 
period is an enticement to visitors from outside the area who 
can combine the convention with a little vacation time if they 
choose. 

In 1994 we deliberately set up our bourse area in such a 
way that didn't fully utilize the space offered to us by the hotel. 
In 1995 we'll use the entire area offered which will increase our 
possible table count from 120 to somewhere in the vicinity of 
140 tables. We sold out all of the bourse space in 1994, so 
our hope is that with this move we'll be able to comfortably 
accomodate all of the dealers who wish to participate in NEW 
ENGLAND '95. For dealers we've also added a Thursday night 
set up instead of last year's security room. 

We've contracted with the hotel to offer a $69 convention 
rate for NEW ENGLAND '95. With a rack rate of $115, $69 
represents a good deal for convention participants. I might add 
that unlike most regional and national numismatic organizations, 
your Board insisted on the lowest rate possible. They refused 
the usual hotel offer of complimentary rooms for NENA officers 
and a much higher rate for everyone else. The $69 rate will be 
the same for singles or doubles. 

NENA again plans a full slate of events ranging from Little 
Theatres to club meetings and other special events. I might 
mention that if you're interested in putting together a program 
for a Little Theatre, NENA is always interested in new speakers 
and will provide support and advice as needed. Local and 
specialty clubs are also requested to get in touch with us as 
soon as possible to plan your meeting for NEW ENGLAND '95. 
NENA provides a complimentary meeting room and will help to 
publicize your event. We'll again be offering a strong run of 
competitive and non-competitive exhibits. If you haven't 
exhibited yet, by all means get in touch with us and we'll be 
more than happy to help you get started in this fun competition!

PRESIDENT ROBERT FRITSCH'S ADDRESS TO THE 
NENA BOARD 

NOVEMBER 5, 1994 

Last January, as I assumed the position of Executive 
Secretary, I outlined the objectives and goals of this 
organization during my tenure. A change to the Bylaws find me 
suddenly starting my second term of office, this time as 
President. It is time to revisit those goals and objectives to see 
how well we did and what remains to be done. 

To meet the purpose of NENA, as stated in our Bylaws, we 
want to follow three broad areas of endeavor: raising public 
awareness of numismatics; building and strengthening our 
Association; and serving the numismatic community. 

Our means of raising public awareness of numismatics was 
and remains to get ANA's "Money Talks" on every National 
Public Broadcasting station in New England. Exploratory efforts 
have been made, but a solid lack of response from the radio 
stations has deadlined us. This does not mean that we should 
abandon this objective; on the contrary, we must come up with 
a new strategy to meet the goal. 

We have done an admirable job in building and 
strengthening the Association. This Conference and 

Convention just past was a great one. We will be discussing it 
later this morning, so I will not belabor the point. A hearty 
"well done" to all involved. This goal is on track. 

Our third endeavor is serving the numismatic community, 
and one which we shall pay particular attention to this coming 
year. Our Young Numismatists activities were wildly successful 
this past year. However, this is only one part of our total goal. 
We must reach out to member clubs to help them grow and 
prosper also. My stated objective of visiting every member club 
during my tenure is ongoing, with six clubs visited so far. I 
want to increase this in the coming months. But this does not 
rest just on me. I expect every member of this Board to 
support, encourage, assist, and participate in the activities of 
member clubs. We now have State Directors from each New 
England state, and they can help carry our message to clubs in 
their respective areas. The Speakers Bureau is slowly forming, 
and will be active in the not too distant future. 


So, where does this Association stand in the satisfaction of 
these objectives? I think we are pretty well on track. There is 
still a lot of work to do. We of the Board of Directors will be 
the ones to make that happen, but I do not want these 
activities limited to just we few. I want the general 
membership to get more involved in Association activities also. 
That will happen eventually, but only through mutual assistance 
and cooperation will it get done. Thank you.

The New England Numismatic Association, NENA, was a 
leader in New England numismatics nearly from its inception. Their 
Conferences showed great leadership and were highly respected. As 
years progressed, some problems arose, attendance fell off and 
many dealers refused to come. It appeared to be a catch 22 situation, 
Dealers would not come because of poor attendance and the people 
would not come because of too few dealers. Each year was a 
struggle to hold ground and each year seemed to end with fewer 
dealers and fewer people attending than the year before. In giving 
post-conference reports to the local numismatic clubs who had 
sponsored the conferences, it was apparent that suggestions from 
NENA members and local club members offered some excellent 
ideas. These were brought to the NENA Board to consider them in 
executive meetings. Many bad feelings were dissolved by talking to 
people in clubs, coins shows, etc. 

Joining NENA with a recognized dealer-promoter was a 
marvelous suggestion that came from this sort of thinking. The idea 
was approached cautiously, and was finally tried in 1993. This show 
was much more successful than what had been done in recent years. 
It was a tribute to NENA's leaderhip and especially to our choice of 
promoters, Tom Lacey. 

In 1994, it was a further step in the right direction. A great 
location, a beautiful ballroom setting, over one hundred dealers, and 
a resultant surge of collector turnout., Great expectations are flowing 
for NEW ENGLAND '95. 

One of the most pleasant happenings of 1994 was at our 
annual meeting where Clifford Mishler was our featured speaker. 
Cliff, the president of Krause Publications, presented our former 
leader of NENA, John (Jack) Mullen, with the Numismatic 
Ambassador Award. John is a highly respected numismatist and a 
dedicated leader of NENA. 

The bourse was sold out to dealers and they were distributed 
through the ballroom in orderly fashion, giving each dealer plenty of 
room, and leaving large aisles for the prospective customers. Again, 
this was a response to a past complaint about overcrowding at coin 
shows. 


Tom Lacey is to be commended for the variety of dealers he 


brought to the bourse. Thete was something for everyone, from the 
novice to the specialist, from the display of the unique 1787 New 
Jersey Large Cent with the designer's initials on the obverse of W.M. 
standing for Walter Mould, proving that he was the designer, which 
had never been proven before. There were bullion coins, all 
denominations of U.S. coins and foreigns, paper money, exonumia, 
books, supplies, etc. Along with this great selection was a designated 
area for both educational and competitive displays that drew a lot of 
attention this year. 

The presence of Cliff Mishler at NENA was a wonderful 
attraction. Mishler is a great personality, well respected and well 
liked. His articles in Numismatic News are the first thing read by 
many of their subscribers. Just his presence caused much interest 
and speculation. 

The Little Theatre offered speakers on Love Tokens, Hobo 
Nickels, coinage of King Edward VIII and Origin of Selected United 
States Coin Designs. All drew good results and attendance. There 
were also four clubs that had their meetings on Saturday, Perhaps 
the biggest success of the whole convention was our Young 
Numismatists Program. This program is officially run by Larry Gentile, 
a well -known national youth leader in Numismatics. However, one 
person is never the sole success story and this program bears that 
truth out. The one man who stands out from all the rest is our own 
committee member Duncan MacLean. Duncan visited numerous Boy 
Scout Troops, spending a lot of his free time and his own money to 
encourage attendance at our Young Numismatists Program. I am not 
sure of the exact total attendance, but there were at least sixty-five 
Boy Scouts, five troop leaders, and many other young people 
attending. Now, that is a high that many of the larger organizations 
cannot top. I for one feel that Duncan MacLean deserves special 
mention and really deserves a reward for his tremendous amount of 
effort and his outstanding results. 

I could not wind up my comments without mentioning the 
beautiful medal for our 50th Anniversary Convention designed by our 
own committee member Jan Dyroff. If you have a medal, or a set of 
medals, you should feel good about that because they were all sold 
out at the convention. They may command a good price on the 
secondary market, if anyone should wish to part with them. 

I wanted to make this article short and to hit the good points 
of the convention only. However, there are so many good points, 
such as the Post Office cancelling envelopes and the beautifui 
souvenir cards, the interesting answers I received from so many 


dealers I spoke to at the end of the show. They seemed to be of the 
opinion that it was an excellent show. Many claimed that the 
collectors were spending a lot of money and were looking for items 
to fill want lists and to add to specialized collections of interest, 
resulting in good sales. 

Looking forward to next year, NEW ENGLAND '95, I see only 
progress in expanding, improving, and drawing more of an audience 
each year. NENA is back, and back with a BANG!

BOARD MEETING 


The meeting of the NENA Board of Directors, held at the Royal 
Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, MA, was called to order at 10:10 a.m. 
on Saturday, 13 August 1994, by Executive Secretary, Robert 
F. Fritsch. Present were Bob Anderson, Jan Dyroff, Ron 
Emerson, Al Jones, John Kittredge, Tom and Andrea Lacey, 
Carl Lundquist, Jon Melick, Mary Mullen, Jim Rolston, and 
guest Bill Johnson. 

The minutes of the June Board meeting were accepted with one 
correction: the First Class mailing which was approved in June 
should be paid for by Tom Lacey. The Treasurer's Report was 
read and accepted after noting that the balance is dwindling 
alarmingly. The Membership report showed 455 members on 
the books, with three new members and 35 as yet unpaid for 
a total of 423 paid members. This is comparable to 
membership last year at this time. The recent personal losses 
of Board members Ted Barrett and Geoff Dean were noted; 
letters of condolence had been sent. 

Executive Secretary Bob Fritsch gave a short report on the 
NENA meeting held during the Detroit ANA Convention. Five 
members were present at this first meeting held at the ANA in 
several years. The Executive Secretary explained NENA's plans 
for the upcoming NENA convention, and the rest of the time 
was spent chatting and getting acquainted. 

The revised Bylaws were then debated with the following 
decisions passed:

Tom Lacey reported that preparations for the show were in the 
final stages and that every thing was pretty well taken care of. 
The Convention schedule was discussed. Bill Johnson will 
assume the duties of the Speaker Coordinator, Al Jones will get 
some door prizes from the advertisers, there are three 
volunteers for Pages. Jim Rolston reported that there are 13 
exhibits with 24 cases registered. There will be four speakers 
for the Little Theatre. The NENA Medals catalog will sell for 
$10, and the updates for $3. Al Jones recommended that the 
Advertising Chairman start in April, and have flyers to give to 
potential advertisers. Articles for the numismatic press were 
also recommended. The special postmark has had plenty of 
publicity in the philatelic press, and the souvenir sheets are 
ready for signature. The program will be much larger than in 
recent years, mainly due to the extra advertising sold this year. 
The YN program still needs materials and coins; there will be a 
donations jar on the Registration table. 

Tom Lacey was given a vote of thanks by the Board for his 
efforts on our behalf in what promises to be a splendid 
Conference and Convention. 

The next Board Meeting will be on Convention Friday at 6 pm. 
Following the convention, the next meeting will be 5 November. 
There being no further business, this Board Meeting was 
adjourned at 12:09 pm, just under the two hour limit.
